AN ACT Relating to the qualifications of an applicant for |icensure
as a hearing instrunent fitter/dispenser; and anendi ng RCW 18. 35. 040.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW 18. 35. 040 and 2002 ¢ 310 s 4 are each anended to read
as foll ows:

(1) An applicant for licensure as a hearing instrunent
fitter/di spenser nust have the followng mninum qualifications and
shall pay a fee determined by the secretary as provided in RCW

43.70.250. An applicant shall be issued a |icense under the provisions
of this chapter if the applicant:

(a) (i) Satisfactorily conpl etes t he heari ng i nst runent
fitter/di spenser exam nation required by this chapter; or

(ii1) Holds a current, unsuspended, unrevoked |icense from anot her
jurisdiction if the standards for licensing in such other jurisdiction
are substantially equivalent to those prevailing in this state;

(b)(i) Satisfactorily conpletes a mninum of a two-year degree
program in hearing instrunment fitter/dispenser instruction. The
program nust be approved by the board; or
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(ii) Holds a current, unsuspended, unrevoked |license from anot her
jurisdiction, has been actively practicing as a licensed hearing aid

fitter/dispenser in another jurisdiction for at least twenty-four of
the last thirty nonths, and submts proof of conpletion of advance
certification from either the international hearing society or the
national board for certification in hearing instrunent sciences; and

(c) Has not commtted unprofessional conduct as specified by the
uni formdi sciplinary act.

The applicant must present proof of qualifications to the board in
the manner and on forns prescribed by the secretary and proof of
conpletion of a mnimm of four clock hours of AIDS education and
training pursuant to rul es adopted by the board.

(2) An applicant for licensure as a speech-| anguage pat hol ogi st or
audi ol ogi st nust have the follow ng m nimum qualifications:

(a) Has not commtted unprofessional conduct as specified by the
uni form di sciplinary act;

(b) Has a nmaster's degree or the equivalent, or a doctorate degree
or the equivalent, from a program at a board-approved institution of
hi gher 1earning, which includes conpletion of a supervised clinica
practi cum experience as defined by rul es adopted by the board; and

(c) Has conpleted postgraduate professional work experience
approved by the board.

Al qualified applicants nmust satisfactorily conplete the speech-
| anguage pat hol ogy or audi ol ogy exam nations required by this chapter.

The applicant must present proof of qualifications to the board in
the manner and on fornms prescribed by the secretary and proof of
conpletion of a mnimm of four clock hours of AIDS education and
training pursuant to rul es adopted by the board.
